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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments with respect to claim 1 1-23 have been considered but are 
moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

The factual inquiries set forth in Graham v. John Deere Co., 383 U.S. 1, 148 

USPQ 459 (1966), that are applied for establishing a background for determining 

obviousness under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) are summarized as follows: 

1 . Determining the scope and contents of the prior art. 

2. Ascertaining the differences between the prior art and the claims at issue. 

3. Resolving the level of ordinary skill in the pertinent art. 

4. Considering objective evidence present in the application indicating 
obviousness or nonobviousness. 

Claims 11-23 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Daitch et al . (USPN 6,447,991 ). 

Daitch teaches a method of using a smart aerogel for detection of airborne 
contaminants. The method comprises providing a doped aerogel sample, passing an 
airborne contaminant (bioaerosol) through an aerogel sample, removing the aerogel 
sample and assayed through we chemistry processes to determine how much and what 
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kind of biolmolecules the smart aeorgel sample absorbed (col. 8, line 63-col. 9, Iine14). 
The aerogel sample can be made of multifunctional materials with unique properties 
that enable one to adsorb airborne contaminants (col. 1 , line 55-col. 2, line 25; 3, line 
31-64). The aerogel absorbate can be selected to render results as highly selective or 
relatively selective (col. 7, line 57-col. 8 ,line 28). 

Daitch does not specifically teach crushing the aerogel before use, but does 
teach controlling the aerogel pore size and method of controlling the pore size. Daitch 
discuses a macropore size that is any pore size larger than 100 nm. Bacteria and 
Rickettsia fall within the macropore range, and therefore the necessary pore size can be 
engineered by manipulating pore templating (col. 5, lines 1 1-59). It is known in the art 
that crushing an object will allow a great surface area for an airborne contaminant to 
react with. With the teaching of Daitch, it would have been obvious to modify Daitch to 
include crushing an aerogel as a way of controlling pore sizes that will react with 
bioaerosols over 100nm.
